Literary Notes. 
LONGPELLOW'S “DIVINE TRAGEDY.” 
{From the Deily Advertiser. } 

A new completed poem by Longtellow was an- 
nounced last week. The surprise was as great lo those 
who are commonly supposed to keep informed con- 
cerning events in the literary world as to the public at 
large. Precisely how soon it will be on the counters 
of the bookstores we are not able to say, but doubt- 
less before the close of the year. The title of the 
poem is The Dirine Tragedy, and its subject the lite 
and death of Christ. The treatment of the theme is 
dramatic. The poet's desire inducing him to under- 
take a work of this character must necessarily have 
been justified by the truest courage. The fascination 
ofthe marvellous story of the founder of Christianity ts 
a constant invitation to devout and imaginative souls. 
It has been re-written many times and from various 
motives. Within a few weeks the first volume of an 
elaborate work on the subject by Henry Ward Beech- 
er has been published, but this and all the other lives 
The 
miracle plays of the middle ages, and the Passion 
Play which has preserved their character to recent 
times, indicate not only that the incidents of the life 
of Christ are susceptible of a dramatic version, but 
that they make adraima for stage representation of 
surpassing vividness and power.

At Washington. 

As usual after the President’s message and be- 
tore the holidays, Congress is doing very little 
but entertaining propositions of varied value 
and showing the quarrelsome disposition of a 
few of its members who have griefs to urge or 
superlative virtues to proclaim. The commit- 
tees of the Senate have been made up in Re- 
publican caucus pretty much as at the previous 
session, Mr. Sumner unrestored to his pecu- 
liarly fitting position of chairman of that on 
foreign relations, and he declining to accept 
the very ordinary post of chairman of the clec- 
tions committee. It was found that a majority 
of the party was unwilling to restore him to 
foreign relations while he held his present feel- 
ings towards the President and Secretary Fish, 
and the matter was not pressed. In the House 
Massachusetts got five chairmanships—Dawes of 
ways and means, Hlooper of banking and cur- 
rency, Banks of foreign affairs, Butler of revi- 
sion of the laws, and Buffinton of accounts— 
Maine three, Vermont one, and Connecticut 
two. Gren. Butler feels that he is slighted, 
though he is also second on the judiciary com- 
mittee, 

The resignation of Secretary Fish has been 
quieted by a letter from forty-odd Senators re- 
questing him to remain. It is understood that 
he will make a personal sacrifice and remain at 
his post for the residue of this administration: 
In the meantime, his arch-enemy, Mr. Catacazy, 
the Russian minister, has yielded the control 
of the legation to Gen. Gorloff, who has been 
residing at Hartford as military attaché of the 
legation. Mr. Catacazy waits upon the Grand 
Duke Alexis during his visit to, this country, 
and will probably return to Russia at its close. 
Madame Catacazy bears her beauty and charms 
with her husband during the tour of the Grand 
Duke, and the social life of Washington has 
once more regained its normal condition in con- 
seequience, 

The Republican Senators have had one of 
their periodical excitements over a resolve of 
Senator ‘Trumbull for a committee of investiga- 
tion and retrenchment. Some of them of high 
standing in the party want it, that the most 
searching examinations may be made, let them 
eut where they may. They refer to a former 
committee, with Senator Patterson as chairman, 
which saved tothe treasury hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. Those opposed query whether on the 
eve of a Presidential election it is well for the 
party to cast forth a drag-net for the purpose of 
fishing up the grievances of soere-headed politi-

place-holders and professional detectives. The 
result was the rejection of Trumbull’s motion, 
and the adoption of one by Senator Morton

for the appointment of a committee, by the same 
name, for investigating only such matters as are 
referred to it by the Senate. The Senate, after 
a heated debate, adopted this motion. The 
country will regard this disposition of the sub- 
ject, we fear, as an avoidance of the light. 

In the House, however, a resolution of Mr. 
Dawes instructing the committees on expendi- 
tures in the state, war, navy, postoffice and in- 
terior departments, and in the public buildings, 
to make the examination into the manner of 
conducting business and disbursing money in 
those branches of the public service, which the 
rules of the House direct, was promptly passed, 
and possibly may aid very much in Mr. Trum- 
bull's purpose as expressed in the other branch. 
It is said the President is pleased with its pas- 
saree, 

Our Mr. Hoar did a wise thing, and made an 
able speech, Wednesday, in introducing a labor 
bill, providing for the appointment of comnis- 
missioners to inquire into the whole labor sub- 
ject, including such matters as the hours of 
work, rates of pay, and the general condition of 
the workingelasses throughout the country. 
Phe Democrats at first were inclined to make 
some show of opposition, but suddenly become 
warm friends of the proposed measure. As 
everybody disclaims any partisan purpose in it, 
it will be supported on both sides of the house. 

It looks as though 283 would be the number 
fixed upon tor the House of Representatives of 
the next decade, which will allow 11 members 
to Massachusetts, 5 to Maine, 2 to Vermont, 2 
to New Hampshire, 1 to Rhode Island and 4 to 
Connecticut—New York getting 32. Ohio 20, 
Pennsylvania 26, Illinois 19, Missouri 13, and 
Indiana 12.) In 1876, and the years following, 
‘it is proposed to have all the members elected 
on a uniform day in November. 

Mr. Colfax is undoubtedly sincere in his dee- 
laration that he desires to leave public life, vet 
it is pretty well understood that should the com- 
ing national: convention insist upon nominating 
the old ticket, the Vice President will not  re- 
fuse the honor thus thurst upon hin.

The Possible Death of Prince Albert. 
All the dispatches from England pending the 
illness of the heir-apparent to the throne indi- 
cate the most complete consternation at his 
probable decease. It is the result of a wide- 
spread fear that on his death the democratic el- 
ements of the country will make a demon- 
stration against the crown, or at least against 
the form of government. ‘The Queen is now an 
elderly, and, it is charged freely, a broken and 
neglectful sovereign. The cost of maintaining 
the rapidly-increasing scions of the royal fami- 
ly has awakened great discontent among the 
common people, who vainly ask What do we gain 
by all this outlay? The progress of the nation 
in liberal legislation for the last thirty years has 
increased the volume of the ery for further and 
more radical measures, and it is not uncommon 
for monster demonstrations to openly demand 
a republic and popular elections. Worse than 
this to the conservative Briton is the fact that 
these revolutionary movements have. distin- 
guished sympathizers. It is not alone the Od- 
gers and the Bradlaughs who are enamored of 
the great republic across the western sea, but 
baronets like Sir Charles Dilke join hands with 
the ‘‘disorganizers” to curtail the prerogatives 
of royalty, promote popular rights, and demand 
a liberalization of the governmental system. It 
is because none of the conservators of proper- 
ty and privilege know how strong this deimo- 
cratic sentiment is thatthe demise ot the prince 
was received with such apprehension. In this 
country a half-score of eminent men might pass 
away and not cause a tithe of the consterna- 
tion the serious illness of Prince Albert did— 
indeed, no consternation at all, for, while the 
English throne rests on tradition and preroga- 
tive, our government reposes on the voluntary 
choice of all the people. 

But we have no fears of a popular rising in 
England in connection with the death of Albert 
Edward. Great Britain is a fast-anchored isle 
not only in the sea, but in the habits, customs, 
traditions and desires of its people. Its gov- 
ernment has not endured from Alfred to Victo- 
ria—from 850 to 1870—to be suddenly ruptured 
or overturned. Of all nationalities itis the one 
most given to unalterable precedent and custom 
—its sons succeeding to the same guilds as their 
fathers for generations in and out; its classes 
and castes being as distinct, as impenetrable and 
adamantine now as hundreds of yearsago. Not 
an Englishman but believes that its army and 
navy are as invincible as in the grandest days of 
its history, and that its church and state are the 
perfection of divine arrangement and human 
adaptation. ‘Not an Englishman,” we say— 
meaning thereby the well-to-do Englishman, the 
shopkeeper, the artisan who has enough to eat 
and wear, and who, therefore, cannot conceive 
how it is possible anybody should be in want or 
desire any change. With the great middling in- 
terest of the realm in such a state of mind, and 
with such institutions hundreds of years old, it 
is difficult indeed to change the forms of govern- 
ment, or of human existence, even. If there 
is anything the average Englishman is afraid of 
itis change—the accomplishment of anything 
in a different mannerthan was brought about by 
his predecessor. And this will be the safety and 
protection of England for many years to come. 
A fear of flying to evils they know not of will 
keep the English people steadfast and true to 
the old methods and ideas though Hyde-Park 
swarm weekly with discontented workingmen, 
and baronets and bruisers jostle shoulder to 
shoulder in their demand for progress and liber- 
ty. The reforms that will be granted will come 
slowly, with the consent of the controlling 
classes, and not in defiance of it. Moreover, 
while the Queen lives an additional stay to sta- 
bility exists, for respect for her person is deep- 
rooted in the English loyal heart. With the 
Queen gone, and the prince as King dying, and 
a regency impending, there might be disturb- 
ance, but we doubt if with any serious results to 
the polity of the nation. 








MINOR MATTERS. 


Bostoy’s Meunicirat Evectioy. — Our city 
election, Monday, was another endorsement of 
the Mercantile Hall movement for independent 
nominations.

Mr. Sherman’s remarks its early return is very 
doubtful. 

Mr. Sumner’s argument for his bill is, that if 
the recommendation of the President be carried 
out for reducing the number of articles from 
which revenue is to be collected to three or four, 
he sees no use in continuing the complicated 
and costly machinery of the revenue bureau, 
with its retinue of supervisors, assessors, col- 
lectors, deputies and clerks in every Con- 
gressional district. All this army of office-hold- 
ers he believes could be dispensed with, and 
the revenue collected solely by the sale of 
stamps, with a proper system for detecting 
frauds. Beside the saving tou the Treasury 
which would be effected by dispensing with the 
costly services of these numerous office-holders, 
the Senator thinks the country would be the 
gainer by being relieved from the efforts of 
these gentlemen to control local politics and 
manipulate conventions in the interest of their 
political patrons. There would be a peculiar 
fitness in closing up the affairs of the bureau on 
the first of September. On that day it will 
have completed just ten years of existence, and, 
if then discontinued, Mr. Boutwell, who in 
1862 put it in operation asits first Commissioner, 
will, as Secretary of the Treasury, administer 
upon its assets. The people have endured a 
Trojan siege of ten years from the internal rev- 
enue system, the Senator says, and he believes 
they will be rejoiced to learn that it can be ter- 
minated next year,without detriment to the inter- 
ests of the Treasury.

We have great faith in Newton Talbot as a 
man peculiarly adapted to the needs of a growing 
city like Boston; and his calm and judicious 
advice to his friends in the late canvass shows 
that he esteems the welfare and good name of 
the city above personal desire. They who af- 
fect to believe that he was anxious about the re- 
sult know very little of his make-up, or of the 
superior qualities that would be exercised for 
the good of the city should he chance to be 
mayor. :

They also ordered forty hacks, and these drove 
out in a lung procession and formed around the 
grounds, waiting for expected patrons. But 
neither ice-cream eaters or guests for the car- 
riages appeared, and, with impreeations on the 
heads of the authors of this hoax, the ice-cream 
men carried back their frozen sweets, while the 
hack-drivers, after being perplexed by the po- 
lice for an hour or two, also found out their pre- 
dicament and went home to their stables cursing.

CARLYLE PETERSILEA'S BEETHOVEN RECITALS. 

The second of Mr. Petersilea’s interesting series of 
performances of the sonatas of Beethoven took place 
at Wesleyan Hall on Wednesday last, before a large 
audience. The programme included sonata No. 4, op. 
7, and sonatas No. 5, and No. 6, op.10. Mr. Petersilea 
exibited the marked development he has attained 
within the past year in depth of expression and 
power of interpretation in the contrasted movements 
of the first number, and his great skill in execution in 
his brilliant rendering of the third sonata given. The 
concert was judiciously brief, and was reecived with 
every mark of interest and appreciation. 





Dramatic Notes. 
THE “GLOBE.” 

The closing week of Miss Cushman's farewell eb- 
gagement has been signalized by the production of 
no novelties, but has presented the tragedienne in 
all the famous characters in which she had appeared 
previously, since her introduction to the stage. one 
of which, “Mrs. Simpson.” she has, only performed 
in this city. 

The acceptance of Mr. Cheney's invitation to wit- 
ness Miss Cushman in one of her great impersona- 
tions by the Prince Alexis and his suite, induced a 
change of bill on Tuesday evening, **Henry VIL.” be- 
ing most appropriately selected by Miss Cushman in 
place of “Guy Mannering.” before announced for that 
evening. The announcement of the proposed visit of 
the Prince of course created a flutter of excitement, 
and in three hours after it was made public, the house 
Was almost entirely sold. In the evening it was 
crowded from orchestra to the outer edge of the fam- 
ily circle with a brilliant and remarkably agreeable 
and well-bred audience. 

The Grand Duke arrived shortly after eight o'clock, 
at which hour the curtain had rung up, and was re- 
ceived by Mr. Cheney in a beautiful boudoir extem- 
porized in the area of the rear inner vestibule, and 
titted up in accordance with his exquisite taste aided 
by Mr. Roeth’s skill in decoration, The floor was 
richly carpeted with tapestry of crimson and white, 
with floral medallion pattern. The walls and ceiling 
were festooned and draped with a profusion of lace 
curtains entirely covering every part, and the inside 
entrance to the auditorium was set off with lace cur- 
tains tastefully draped and looped with crimson cords 
and tassels. On one side of the room was a heavy 
piece ofornamental carving, forming a portable mantel 
and fire-place, over Which was an oil painting of Ceres, 
surmounted by a medallion of Mark Antony. Upen 
the opposite wall hung a large mirror ia gilt frame, 
resting upon a slab covered with crimson velvet. 
Two crystal cornucopias filled with rare exotics were 
placed upon the mantel, and the slab, beside of which 
was placed the dueal chair, was adorned with a mag- 
nificent basket of cut flowers, bearing in the center a 
brilliant star-shaped design. The room was appro- 
priately furnished With a set of figured crimson satin 
in gilt mounting, and walnut table engraved in gilt, and 
lighted by a small chandelier over the entrance put up 
specially for the oceasion. The boudoir was masked 
from the view of the audience by heavy curtains of 
crimson rep bordered with black velvet. The doors 
of the three family boxes of the right had been re- 
moved in order to connect them with the parlor in the 
rear, and the walls behind them were hung with 
bright crimson rep surmounted by a border of crim- 
son and gold. The balcony over these boxes was dec- 
orated with heavy folds of rich crimson satin looped 
with gold cord and tassels over a back-ground of 
light blue satin, the center over the Duke's box being 
blazoned with the arms of Russia, surmounted by 
a gold American eagle, while American and Rus- 
sian flags in silk were draped at opposite sides of the 
set of boxes. The design of the whole was in a 
mirable keeping, and the arrangements contributed 
not only to the completeness and elegance of the 
effect, but, materially, to the comfort of the royal guest 
and his suite. 

Upon entering, the Duke with M. Catacazy and 
General Gorloff took a position in the right prosce- 
nium box, his appearance eliciting a round of ap- 
plause. After the first act, he oceupied, during the 
remainder of the performance, the center family-box, 
which had been especially set aside for his use. All 
the remaining boxes on the lower floor, except one, 
were occupied by members of his suite or by the city 
committee. Between every act the Prince availed 
himself of the facilities that Mr. Cheney’s taste and 
thoughtfulness had provided, and enjoyed the music 
of Mr. Koppitz’s orchestra trem the cosy and ele- 
gant inner boudoir, beguiling the time with animated 
conversation, principally confined to the Russian 
minister and General-Consul Storer and Mr. Cheney, 
expressing free and kindly criticism of the perform- 
ers, While smoking some cigarettes which had trav- 
elled all the way from St. Petersburg in a silver box 
which he carried with him. The Duke and his com- 
panions returned promptly to their places when the 
bell announced the rising of the curtain, and re- 
mained interested spectators until the close of the 
performance, Which terminated at about quarter past 
eleven, 

Miss Cushman was brilliant and powerful througi- 
out, andthe company played with great care and even 
smoothness. The Duke was in walking costume, as 
atthe Thomas concert on Sunday evening last. It 
was evident that he heartily enjoyed the perform- 
ance, as Well as the social features the entr'actes af- 
forded. 

A brilliant entertainment was offered last evening, 
Miss Cuslinan appearing as “Lady Macbeth” in the 
celebrated sleep-walking scene, and in her brilliant 
performance of “Mrs. Simpson” in *simpson & Co.,” 
and the company in the interesting domestic drama, 
“Dreams of Delusion.” 

The same Dill will be given for her farewell matinee 
this afternoon. 

A grand bill ha- been arranged for this evening's 
performance, Which has been appropriately set: aside 
for Miss Cushman’s benetit. She will signalize this, 
her farewell to the Boston stage, by appearing in 
three of her greatest characters—"Queen Katharine,” 
in the trial seene from “ITenry VIIL..” Lady Mac- 
beth” in the sleep-walking scene, and “Mrs. Simpson” 
in “Simpson & Co.” As this brilliant programme 
Was arranged late in the week, it is possible that 
seats may still be obtained, if speedy application is 
made. 

On Monday next, the new play, "Under the Wil- 
lows.” so long in preparation, will be produced for 
the first time here.
